It was a luncheon that changed the world. Well, perhaps not the entire world, but it certainly 
changed mine. And many others’ as well. 


I'm referring to a luncheon which took place at Entre Nous on a winter's day back in 1996. My 
good pal Rod Gordon and | were invited to join Roy Heale and Doug McDougall for a get-together. 
We had both known Roy and Doug for years and, never being the sort of people to pass up 
anything that's free, we jumped at the chance. And what unfolded was nothing short of astounding. 


Roy and Doug presented their concept for a truly national gay publication. The first of its kind 
in history. The dynamic duo had not, at this point in time, solidified the details, but they had 
certainly done their homework. That they asked me to be the editor of the paper and Rod to pen 
humour columns was flattering indeed. A handshake and many cocktails later, the deal was done. 


The rest, as they say, is history. 


| shall never forget being at North Hill Web Press in February, 1997, as the first issue of Outlooks 
rolled off the presses. We were as proud as new parents as our thirty two page baby saw its first 
light. 


It became apparent early on that everyone's a critic. Our phones rang off the hook with both 
bouquets and barbs. Unfortunately, more of the latter than former. Not enough sex. Too much 
sex. Boring columns. Columns that were too deep. Not topical enough. Too topical. On and on 
it went. 


Thank God for the patience and wisdom of Roy Heale. Had it not been for him, ! would have 
quit after the first issue. As time went on, however, | learned to listen to our readers, adjust 
columns, obtain more freelance writers and generally get to the place where each issue was better 
and better. 

The turning point surely was when former Police Chief Christine Silverberg agreed to an exclu- 
sive interview, complete with a cover photo. This garnered Outlooks national attention and celebrity 
interviews were now an easy ‘get’. Premier Ralph. Mayor Al Duerr. ‘“ 
olympians Brian Orser and Mark Tewkesbury.

Yours truly then became associate publisher and handed over the 
role of editor to David Crosson as Outlooks’ circulation and reader- 
ship grew exponentially. Lesser men would bask in the glow of 
success.

The trio’s next major feat was to establish the Outlooks Millennium Community Foundation, a 
national organization with the mandate of supporting start-up projects in the GLBT community. 
Next, it was the Outlooks Millennium affinity credit card program which, as we speak, is going strong. 
Outlooks now features prominently on Pride Vision television and Outlooks programming is sure to 
follow. 


All this in only five years. So, heartfelt anniversary wishes to all the writers, staff, advertisers and 
you, our dear readers. 


It’s been a hell of a ride, and none of it would have been possible without each and everyone 
one of you. 


In closing, I'll offer one word of advice: If an old dear friend invites you to lunch to catch up, do 
it. It may change your life. It certainly changed mine. W

EDITORIAL 


A matter of choice

| think I’ve finally figured out the whole nature vs. nurture thing—you know, the debate that’s 
raged for decades as to whether one is born with his sexuality or simply chooses it. Kind of like 
a painting that will go very well with the sofa, that sort of thing. 


After too many days watching the Winter Olympics from Salt Lake City, I’ve decided that the 
whole debate is moot, simply because | can’t for the life of me figure out any reason why an intel- 
ligent male would choose to be straight. 


Now, it is not the Olympics per se that have led me to this conclusion—although a strong 
argument could be made for ‘choosing’ gay in a world where straight seems to be defined by a 
loutish love of hockey above all else, coupled with a slavish devotion to the cretinous but folksy 
wit and wisdom of Don Cherry. Just to be clear:While I’ve no objection to hockey being consid- 
ered a national sport or even The National Sport, there’s something more than a little off-putting 
about the way we seem to think that our national identity hinges on a gold medal in the sport, at 
least amongst those of us who are not exactly devotees of the sport. When it comes to hockey 
and the Olympics, I’m glad to see my country do well, but I’m not prepared to don sackcloth and 
full mourning if we happen to cop a bronze medal instead of a go—and | don’t think that defines 
me so much as a gay man as a man of reason. 


So, it hasn’t been the CBC's pre-occupation with gold medals and hockey that’s led me to the 
above conclusion, but rather the commercials with which the CBC finances the airing of same, all 
of which seem to gleefully reflect straight male society as a collective case of arrested adolescence 
of major proportion. 


In fairness, it’s a trend that predates the Olympics, started as near as | can guess, by breweries 
eager to appeal to the (presumably) straight frat boy whose idea of a good time involves drinking 
until he either pukes or passes out. And it wasn’t such a bad call. Breathes there a man with soul 
so dead, who never to himself has said (at age |8):‘Let’s party ‘til we puke!” or words to that effect. 
Not only is it a state that we outgrow, however, it is—or it used to be—a state that was marginally 
embarrassing to inhabit. 


That, of course, is all changed now, thanks to ads that seem to appeal to the notion that beer is 
the drink of choice for neanderthals of all stripes. And it must be working, judging from the 
number of marketers who’ve jumped aboard the bandwagon in an attempt to increase their 
bottom line by appealing to the lowest common denominator. For the duration of the Olympics, 
we've had obsessed little men painting themselves red in an attempt to share Olympic glory shilling 
for Petro Canada. And for some new gadget from Bell, there’s a sorry little club of young straight 
guys whose apparent idea of hell is being trapped in a chick flick for a whole date—talk about saved 
by the Bell. 


And, of course, not to be outdone, the beer companies have simply upped the ante, painting a 
sad little portrait of idiocy in a mini-drama about a little chmo who drives all the way to Utah to 
deliver an athletic protector some jock has dropped in the snow. And, lest anyone think he might 
be a little lite in the loafers, the little guy makes it perfectly clear that he doesn’t enjoy touching 
the thing at all. 


The underlying message in all these ads is, of course, the same: You know you're an idiot and we 
know you're an idiot, but that’s okay, because we are all straight idiots and we rule the world. All 
that’s missing in any of them is a good scratch at the family jewels to complete an already odious 
stereotype. 


Yet, judging from the proliferation of like-minded material, they seem to be doing the job they 
are intended to do. 


Along the way, however, if there were even a shred of truth in the notion that sexuality is a 
matter of choice, we'd be winning a lot of converts to a lifestyle and a sexuality where it is not 
considered a major crime to have as much in your head as you do in your shorts. Oh well, maybe 
women find them attractive—but | wouldn’t count on it. W

Although she has 
never responded negatively to years of speculation about her orientation, she has also never denied it.

Little Sister’s—a 
survivor’s story 


By Pat Johnson 


Little Sister’s twenty years on: Sound business sense keeps institution alive 


Few institutions in the gay community have the notoriety, the adoration or the staying power of 
Little Sister’s Book and Art Emporium, Vancouver’s long-standing gay and lesbian retail outlet. 


For Canada Customs, Little Sister’s is a favourite victim of bullying censors. For civil libertar- 
ians, Little Sister’s is a monument to free speech in the face of constant harassment. To gay people 
in the coming-out process, Little Sister’s is a rare unintimidating destination filled with a world of 
words that once seemed unspeakable. For seasoned out Vancouverites, it is a place to drop in for 
a quick restock of lube or a pocket book to read on the beach. 


For Jim Deva and Bruce Smyth, the men who started the store two decades ago and whose 
apparently unwavering cheer still fills the place, it is a life’s work. 


The pair—business partners who live together, work together and “do everything but sleep 
together’”—had never set foot in a gay bookstore when they opened the doors to Little Sister's. 
Though both were avid readers, their attraction to books was secondary to their retail experience. 
The two met while working for the Hudson’s Bay Company in the Northwest Territories and hit 
it off. 


“We were always talking about doing a business,” says Smyth. They made a cottage industry of 
creating business plans, then changing their minds. Eventually, they opted for the bookstore and, 
having moved to British Columbia in the late 1970s, settled the store in an old house on Thurlow 
Street, just off the emerging gay drag of Davie Street. (Originally, there was third partner, Barbara 
Thomas, who remains a great friend.) 


Though the owners were meticulous in developing a business plan, they were lazy when it came 
to naming the joint. Hours before the store was to open, they still didn’t have a name. In desper- 
ation, the name was swiped from the pair’s cat—Little Sister—after the character in the Billy Idol 
megahit of the time, “White Wedding”. 


Though they moved to a sparkly, expansive new space on Davie in 1996, the original location 
holds a certain nostalgic charm for the owners—and for the customers. 


For a generation of gay men and lesbians, the rickety steps up to the second-floor bookstore 
held the promise of a whole new life, a library of ideas few of us had allowed ourselves to imagine 
and the faint threat of romance. The walls around those stairs were plastered with handbills 
announcing concerts, lectures and other events. There were political messages and “For Rent” 
signs. There was also a vibrant cruisiness on those stairs between the real world and our created 
world of gay literature. 


“People come in and explain the impact of the store [on their lives],” 
long-term friends who met in the store.” 


says Deva. “We've got 


Most gay men and lesbians have a story that includes Little Sister’s and Deva and Smyth will be 
encouraging people to express them this year in the lead-up to the bookstore’s twentieth anniver- 
sary celebrations. They are aiming to have a book and a video out that includes recollections and 
a “speaker's corner”-type video collection. 


The big anniversary allows the pair to look 
back at the tumultuous decades they have 
survived. 


Most harrowing, certainly, were three incidents 
of terror attacks on the store. On three separate 
occasions, the store has been firebombed. In 
each case, the owners stood firm. 


“We refused to close,” says Deva. “We refused 
to be intimidated.” 


Moreover, the perpetrators succeeded only in 
unifying the gay community. After each attack, the 
community rallied behind Little Sister’s and 
mobilized to repair the damage. 


“Every one of these things has made us 
stronger, better, more connected to the commu- 
nity,’ says Deva. 


On the other hand, the owners admit, they 

were so determined to show a brave face to their 

enemies that they forgot to consider the impact on 

their staff. After the bombings, they insisted that business would not be disrupted. But after several 

staff members resigned, Deva and Smyth realized that their bravado needed to be tempered by a 

little healing and discussion among staff of the impact of the attacks on the psyches of the people 
who spend eight hours a day there.

The store has also experienced less damaging homophobia. Prank calls and homophobic rants 
over the telephone used to be commonplace. 


Ever since ‘star-69 came out, they ve stopped, Smyth explains with a laugh, recounting the 
horror with which young people greeted a return call from a gay bookstore. 


The most public struggles, however, have been with the federal government, which has, over the 
course of two decades, continually harassed the store. 


Civil libertarians are appalled at the government's tactics, but many people forget the significant 
economic consequences of the feds’ actions. When a shipment of books is seized, the store still 
has to pay the supplier, with no compensation from the government. 


Even when the decision is in their favour—and the books are merely detained and not 
seized—the delay can last for months, during which time the store has to pay their suppliers but 
cannot sell the books. 


For most of the store's history, they have been involved in some aspect of legal proceedings. 


Even now, after several positive rulings, customs officials are still withholding material. Right 
now, the store and its lawyer are awaiting proceedings in the B.C. Supreme Court over the 
Meatmen comic book series. 


Deva, Smyth and longtime store manager Janine Fuller have become familiar faces on newscasts. 
The legal avenues cost money, much of which has been provided by the gay community and by 
supportive people in the larger community. Joe Arvay, a Victoria lawyer and one of the country’s 
top constitutional experts, has been their guardian angel in fighting the feds. The B.C. Civil Liberties 
Association has also given plenty of support. 


Despite the financial pressures, the business gives much back to the community. Last year, 
through sponsorships to such groups as sports teams and other community activities, Little Sister’s 
handed out $20,000. As well they sold $250,000 in tickets for various events without taking a 
commission. 


There are also far less tangible things that the store provides for the community. 


Parents frequently come in just after a child comes out to them. The owners and staff have 
learned how to direct questioning parents around the store to find the resources that will help 
them in understanding their loved ones. 


“You can do so much in twenty minutes,” offers Deva. 


The store is also the first destination for many people in the coming out process and the staff 
keeps an eye out for people who might need some advice. And it is not just wide-eyed youngsters 
who are on this quest: They get plenty of seniors venturing into a gay environment for the first 
time. 


Despite the legal hassles, the “community centre” atmosphere and the handing out of sponsor- 
ship cash, Deva and Smyth credit their success to a very sound business sense. 


Because they came into the bookstore business with few preconceptions, they never balked 
when customers said they would like to see 
certain lines added. 


“We knew so little, we were flexible,” 
Smyth. “We sell what customers want.”

“The side-lines have always subsidized the 
bookstore,” says Deva. 


“At a time when the Canadian retail book 
industry is being upended by the advent of 
monster stores in the form of Chapters and 
Indigo, it is the niche markets like that served by 
Little Sister’s that are surviving very nicely thank 
you. General interest bookstores have suffered, 
but the Davie Street institution provides 
something Chapters cannot,’ say the owners.

Is your Wardrobe Ready for Spring?

Her name isn’t familiar to most people. Even most of those kickin’ on the dance floor won't recog- 
nize the woman behind the hit. 


But after an hour of music, audience questions and some of the hottest dancers to come along in 
a while, you'll know a heck of a lot more about Australian Kylie Minogue than just the name behind 
that infectious beat. 


Can’t Get You Out of My Head is certainly one of the hottest tunes going right now. Too bad that 
so many people think it's some ex-Mousketeer or the latest silicon-and-bleach bimbo from the 
American music monolith. Usually, all it takes for a flicker of recognition is a reminder of the ‘80s 
version of Loco Motion—the ‘50s tune originally done by 
Little Eva—to prove a songwriter’s boast that he could 
even turn his babysitter into a hit singer. This show is 
proof that Minogue is no one-hit wonder. She may not 
have the catalogue on this side of the Atlantic, but she’s 
been a huge hit-maker in Europe (and her native Oz) since 
those days of shoulder pads and stacked hair. 


An Audience With..., is an ongoing series of specials on 
British Television. There’s no equivalent here (dammit), 
but it’s a brilliant concept that showcases all sorts of talent, 
from singers to comedians. An established star gets one 
hour of airtime to do pretty much whatever they want, 
with the only proviso being they have to answer audience's 
questions. Now that’s not a huge threat, since the audience 
is always stacked with friends, relatives and scads of other 
stars from the British music and acting scene. It always 
makes for a fabulous evening of music, humour and enough 
fun information that you leave feeling you've just been at a 
great party where you got to know some famous people 
as, well, people. 


Minogue makes the most of the opportunity. More 


Kylie Minogue addresses audience than any other entertainer I’ve seen in this series, she uses 


questions 
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every chance to provide a first-rate, flash-and-dash show that seems more like a Las Vegas headline 
revue. There's hit after hit from Minogue's list of Euro-hits,and every one is a huge production number. 
Almost every song is filled with dancers in the most outrageous costumes (like those ultra-hunky male 
dancers with the jockstrap-like devices hugging their heads and little else below the neck), and even 
some dangling and spinning from ropes suspended from the rafters. And if there’s the least opportu- 
nity for over-the-top lighting effects, Minogue takes full advantage. 


Minogue makes a tremendous entrance as) 
with a spectacular jet-black mini-dress and 
unique winged headdress. Throughout the 
show, you get the impression that 
someone gave Kylie a “you go girl”, and she 
took it as a full-speed-ahead challenge. 
This woman makes Madonna look like a 
slug on stage. There are a couple of slower 
songs, and she manages to use them 
perfectly to break the action. The duet 
with Kermit the Frog gives just the right 
bit of fun and froth at the right time. 


For me, the best part of An Audience 
With... is always the breaks with questions 
from the audience. You get a real chance 
to learn more about an entertainer’s 
history and their attitude. After all, faced 
with questions from your peers, do you 
make a joke and avoid an honest answer 
or do you let it all hang out and just be 
yourself? There’s no question Minogue 
chooses the latter. 


She started as a child star in her native 
Australia, and became one of that 
country’s most famous teen soap actors as 
the quintessential bad girl of Neighbours. It was a chance encounter while the cast was doing a charity 
singing gig that led to The Loco Motion, being recorded and becoming a hit. From there, it was on to 
England, where Minogue has created a career of hit songs and acting in movies we never seem to get 
over here. 


One ‘of An Audience With... ’s many dance numbers 


The audience, typical of this series, is peppered with celebrity Brits. Boy George (does that boy ever 
look any different?) makes an appearance, and makes a wonderfully naughty gesture to the camera at 
the end, but most of the faces will be unrecognisable to the average viewer. If you've ever watched the 
English soap Coronation Street, or know anything about UK soccer, you'll see familiar faces, but most of 
them (save ‘80s pin-up queen and singer Samantha Fox) aren’t going to mean much. It’s the questions 
that count, and the honest answers that surprise. 


One subject that never comes up, though, is sexuality. Is Kylie a lesbian? Who knows? She seems 
to make plenty of hetero comments. Is this deemed a GLBT show because of the appearance of Boy 
George and Minogue's status as a soap-star bad girl? No idea. | think we're seeing this show on 
PrideVision for two very good reasons. Earlier shows (such as one with gay comic Julian Clary) have 
been very well received in our community. And, hell, there’s nothing a fag likes more than a great dance 
number! 


In the end, there’s no excuse for anyone to think this is strictly a GLBT-oriented show, and that’s 
not a bad thing at all. You may not know the name, and it’s pretty much a given that you won't know 
most of the songs. But after this hour is over, you'll never be able to get Kylie Minogue out of your 
head. W

My Father’s Coming

New York City can be a tough place, particularly if you 
are a struggling actress like Vicky (Shelley Kastner), a 
German immigrant barely scraping by as a part-time 
waitress. 


To make matters worse, her father Hans (Alfred Edel) 

decides 'to pay a visit to America on the assumption that 

his daughter is a married, successful theatre actress. Vicky convinces her openly gay roommate Ben 
(David Bronstein) to pose as her husband while her father is in town. 


Upon his arrival, Hans is dismayed to see that his daughter rents a tiny apartment in an urban 
slum and later horrified, after insisting that he accompany Vicky to a casting call, when she auditions 
for a part in an erotic film directed by local porn queen Annie (Annie Sprinkle). The irony comes 
when Vicky decides not to accept the part, but her father is cast in one of Annie’s erotic commer- 
cials after being mistaken for an actor. 


Vicky’s life gets even more complicated when she begins an affair with a female-to-male trans- 
sexual named Joe (Michael Massee) and a lesbian one with her close friend and co-worker Lisa 
(Mary Lou Graulau), who has just broken off a long term relationship with a cheating girlfriend. 
Meanwhile, Vicky’s financial situation worsens as Ben decides to move in with his Latin boyfriend 
Tito, played by Israel Marti, leaving Vicky to pay the rent on her own. 


My Father’s Coming, is definitely not a movie for everyone. With the exception of Hans and Annie, 
the actors are lifeless and their performances drawn out and amateurish. The background scenes 
are just as dull and dreary, set amidst the worst slums of New York City. Perhaps the movie was 
too low budget to afford filming elsewhere as every building—including a gay nightclub—looks like 
an abandoned warehouse. 


In addition, several of the supporting characters play such insignificant roles that they serve little 
purpose to the film’s weak plot. Several irrelevant scenes could have been cut, including one where 
Hans is walking through the city streets and encounters a guru in an old warehouse, suspended by 
meat hooks in a state of spiritual ecstasy. As a warning, this scene comes about an hour and five 
minutes into the film and may be highly disturbing to some viewers. 


Sadly, this film is wanting in substance and plot. The purpose and direction is often unclear and 
the characters lack the depth and enthusiasm that could potentially have made this film come alive. 
By the end, the viewer may be wishing that father had stayed home—his departure from New York 
could not have come soon enough.

Calgary’s first GLBT chorus, the Rocky Mountain Singers, have sung their final song. 
Spokesperson Chris Lazaruk explained that the members of the RMS board did not take the 
decision to disband lightly. Over the past several years, declining membership has been a 
concern for the chorus, despite attempts to attract new singers. 


Founded in 1989, the Rocky Mountain Singers provided a place for members of the GLBT 
community to meet together, sing together and build a positive image, not only in our own 
community but in the greater Calgary community as well. They performed in retirement 
homes, churches and concert halls; at awards ceremonies, rallies and Pride Week events. They 
brought their music to Edmonton and Vancouver, in joint concerts with GLBT choruses from 
those cities, and later sang in the first Canadian GALA Festival in 1998. Who will forget the 
sold-out house at the Sing With Pride concert held at the University Theatre, where RMS 
proudly hosted the Vancouver Men’s Chorus? Members of RMS performed as part of the vast 
International Festival Choruses for the Gay Games in Vancouver and New York City, and 
participated at the GALA International Festivals in Denver, Tampa and San José. RMS sang in 
Calgary’s renowned Knox Carol Festival, and alongside members of the Calgary Men’s 
Chorus, they could be seen leading 
audiences in the American and 
Canadian anthems at the Alberta 
Rockies Gay Rodeo. They were 
there over the years to remember 
in song beloved members who had 
died, and to help others express 
deeply felt emotion on occasions 
such as the vigils of the anniversary 
of the Montréal massacre. 


The Rocky Mountain Singers 
have left a legacy. In addition to 
building cultural bridges in Calgary, 
and indeed internationally, former 
members continue to inspire enthu- 
siasm for music across Canada. A recent article in Outlooks (December, ‘01) told the story 
of Christine Deschenes, and her determination to start a GLBT chorus in her hometown of 
Montréal, after singing with RMS for just a year. Upon her return to Montréal, not only did 
Christine establish a chorus, but also won the successful bid to host the GALA Choruses 
International Festival in 2004—the first time the festival has been held outside the United 
States. A further contribution: in addition to distributing their financial resources to worthy 
charities, RMS has recently donated their considerable music library to a chorus for gay 
youth that is being formed in Vancouver.

“The songs we sang crystallized our thinking, and gave us the language to express our 
feelings and beliefs”, states a former member. As Luke Shwart, one of the founders of the 
Rocky Mountain Singers muses, “not everything survives forever. RMS existed in a time and 
place in which it served an important purpose and fulfilled many needs. People grow, and 
people move on.” The memories shared by the members of RMS over the years will live in 
our hearts for a long, long time. W

Substance Abuse Study

Life in the fast lane is killing us; yet health officials admit that services for gay substance abusers are 
under-funded, inappropriate, or unavailable. 


The Vancouver Coastal Health Authority is conducting an exhaustive series of community meetings 
that could help change the situation. Vancouver has long been recognized as one of Canada’s drug 
capitals, with the downtown east side notorious for its poverty, crime and despair. Drugs are sold 
openly, day and night, around the infamous Hastings and Main intersection. Across town in the gay 
ghetto, substance abuse was identified as a serious health issue in 1997, and the community wanted 
action. 


“We drew together a group of people...who are using, who have used in the past, who are in 
recovery, who are addictions counselors...to start talking,’ says Devin MacFarlane, member of the 
Health Authority's GLBT advisory committee. No topic would be off-limits, including the controver- 
sial notion of harm reduction, essentially making it safer for drug users to keep on using. If you can’t 
help people stop, the argument goes, you can at least make conditions less dangerous. Although harm 
reduction remains a hotly debated issue, Vancouver Mayor Philip Owen and federal health officials are 
supporting a bold plan for safe injection sites for IV drug users. 


“| don’t think it works to say to people ‘if you don’t do what we want you to do, we won't give you 
anything, we won't help you stay alive’ | think harm reduction provides people with options and 
choices so they can make their own decisions,’ MacFarlane says. 


“There are people who use recreationally, and people who use for medical reasons. There’s social 
use, there’s everything. We wanted to talk to people in a way that doesn’t stigmatize,” she adds. 


Contrary to being a stigma, in an urban gay setting substance abuse takes on overtones of pop 
culture glamour: dance clubs, circuit parties, raves, crystal, ice, ecstasy, high fashion and heroin chic. Far 
from the skid row war zones, overindulging is usually shrugged off with a chuckle and a wink. 


There is little or no perspective on the problem.While an isolated hate crime can spark community 
outrage, mounting casualties from the party circuit hardly raise an eyebrow. It’s estimated that every 
year in Vancouver, ninety people die from drug overdoses, while alcohol kills 250 more. In 1998, the 
worst year on record, street drugs killed more than 400 British Columbians, 191 of them in Vancouver 
alone. 


No one knows the body count in the gay community. ‘It’s really hard to say anything about the size, 
or the proportion of the population or anything 
like that. We simply don’t have good, strong 
demographic information,’ MacFarlane says. 
Studies do show that homosexuals have higher 
rates of drug and alcohol use, and more alcohol 
problems than others. That's not surprising 
considering a lifestyle that’s often fueled by 
cocktails, and played out on dance floors. 
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“If you choose not to [use substances], where 
do you go to meet potential partners or new 
friends? There are not really many spaces that are 
designed to be social without drugs and alcohol 
being present. That was a big need that was identi- 
fied,’ MacFarlane says. 


FREE DELIVERY IN KENSINGTON 


Part of the answer might lie in existing twelve- 
step programs, which have been quietly, but effec- 
tively dispensing recovery for many years. 
Vancouver has a vibrant gay recovery community, 
the members of which are busy planning their 
23rd annual Celebrate Sobriety convention. More 
than 350 people from Canada and the US will 
attend the three day gathering later this month at 
an upscale West End hotel. One of the regulars, 
Don K of Palm Springs (his last name is omitted in 
respect to the Alcoholics Anonymous tradition of 
anonymity), has been involved in gay recovery for 
almost fourty years. While living in San Francisco 
in 1968 he helped form the first gay AA group in 
the US. 


“That group is still going in the same room, 
with the same format, every Friday night [and has 
been] for the last thirty-four years. It was a 
turning point in my sobriety. It was a major 
turning point in my life,” he said. Until then many 
gay men were uncomfortable trying to find 
recovery in a system dominated by the straight 
majority.

Today gay meetings are commonplace and gay 
recovery conferences are held every year in most 
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major cities: Los Angeles, San Diego, Honolulu, New York, Seattle, Edmonton, Toronto and Halifax. “It’s 
party time,’ says Don K. “These are the things | look forward to all year.” 


MacFarlane acknowledges that twelve-step programs have a role to play. “People talk about 
strengths associated with that and also limitations....it’s great that they exist but we also need other 
options that are peer based. Maybe peer based options that aren't focused on recovery,’ she says. 
Abstinence may not be the answer for everyone. 


Don K, however, comes from a simpler time, when recovery wasn’t geared toward political correct- 
ness: “I think all you have to have is the willingness. For that year-and-a-half | was slipping and sliding, 
| wasn’t willing to listen, | wasn’t willing to do the things that were suggested. When | became willing 
my life changed. The horrible cravings that | had every day were taken away. And that’s what gave me 
the faith, that if those cravings could be taken away, then other things could change too, and many, many 
things have.” 


Both agree that people must be allowed to make their own decisions. Although it’s been close to 
fourty years between cocktails for Don K, he offers no advice. “In my case, it’s more by example than 
by actually telling them anything. Just watch me, observe me. I’m having fun. Life’s good.” 


The GLBT committee will schedule a final community forum on the issue before drafting recom- 
mendations in June. W

20th Anniversary

As | enter my fortieth year, there is one thing | can say for certain: twenty years can pass in a 
blink of an eye despite the fact that a whole lot of shit can go down in that time. So when | come 
across anyone who's been with their partner (homo or hetero) for twenty years, and still likes them 
well I’m certainly interested, if not in awe. Lori Andrews and Judy Munson, well known for their 
community involvement with ARGRA, is one such couple. On March 8th they'll celebrate twenty 
years of happy coupledom. 


Now, in our community | imagine there’s a variety of reactions to this news, from abject horror 
that one’s life might be subject to such monogamy to complete despair that one can’t achieve what 
two other people make look so easy. | have to admit they make it sound remarkably straightfor- 
ward. And upon reflection, | suppose it is. 


Judy and Lori make their home in a quarter section just south of Calgary. Their house is 
perfectly situated to enjoy stunning views of the mountains and is decorated with a western flair. 
I’m an art geek who is afraid of horses and very unfamiliar with the rodeo, so on the drive out | 
try to imagine who I’m about to meet. As | turn up their driveway, | worry that I'll ring the wrong 
doorbell and be met by a suspicious, Bible-thumping reformer and | breathe a sigh of relief when | 
notice the ARGRA trophies in the front window. 


As we sit around the table and begin to talk about their secrets to a successful relationship what 
becomes immediately apparent is that friendship has a lot to do with it. There is (cliché as it 
sounds) a warm connection between the two women that is apparent in their body language and 
storytelling style. Their meeting sounds like material for any good love story. It was 1981, Judy was 
at Patsy’s (The old piano bar below the Greenroom) with her then girlfriend, the bar was packed 
and Lori and her girlfriend asked if they could share the table. Soon the four friends were hanging 
out, and eventually Judy and Lori acted on their attraction for one another. While they told 
themselves that it was just a “physical” relationship, by the beginning of March 1982 they had 
admitted to one another that there was a lot more going on than simply great sex. 


Not that great sex wasn’t and isn’t still important to the ongoing health of their relationship. 
Both were quick to tell me that when they are asked the secret to twenty years of relational bliss, 
they answer: great sex. Bed death is not an issue with these two; in fact, it’s quite the opposite. As 
Judy says good sex rejuvenates on many levels, especially by bringing back intimacy. Monogamous 
they are; vanilla, highly unlikely. 


There’s another factor to their commitment to having a great sex life with one another, and that 
is not taking the relationship for granted. From the outset twenty years ago, neither has assumed 
that they were (are) going to live together forever. This willingness to not take permanence for 
granted has played itself out not as a fear of intimacy, but as a form of respect. They are careful

with their words—especially when angry—and are still kind to one another. Anyone who has 
come through a ruined relationship is likely to understand how important, (radical, even) 
kindness—especially after twenty years of familiarity—is. Nor do they feel the need for any official 
documentation of their relationship; they're all for rights and responsibilities, but marriage holds no 
real interest for them. 


Common goals also serve to unite the duo. They are successful entrepreneurs who grew a small 
woodworking side business into a thriving company. Both were able to leave their day jobs, (Lori 
first and Judy following a few years later) as they produced wood products in the workshop on 
their quarter section, eventually employing ten women. When continual road trips for sales and 
trade shows began to wear on them they pared their business, The Woodshed, down. They're on 
to such exciting ventures as land development now; their first project even involved the total 
renovation of a house. They’re dykes, so naturally they're do-it-yourselfers! 


As we talked about their life in rural Alberta, Lori pointed out that if you're not ashamed of 
yourself, then other folks have a difficult time finding a place to attack. And, sure enough their 
employees treated them like family and their typically Albertan red-neck neighbours (who think 
nothing of expressing themselves in typical red-neck fashion) are more concerned that Judy and 
Lori are good neighbours, than they are about their relationship. Country life, especially so close 
to Calgary, doesn’t have to play itself out like some northern version of Deliverance, and Judy and 
Lori don’t have to guard their doors from rifle-toting gay bashers. While they may be somewhat 
of a curiosity, they are well integrated within their rural community. 


Judy and Lori share the vast majority of their time together and yet still manage to maintain 
great boundaries. You know, the two separate pillars holding up the building Kahil Gibran thing. 
They are continually checking into their personal 
progress, writing down goals and dreams, but 
unafraid of following the path wherever it leads 
them. They are out but flexible, proud but not 
strident. Mostly, they are having fun—and not just 
in the sack! 


Lori Andrews and Judy Munson make it sound 
and look easy. But I’ve been in a relationship for ten 
years and | know what’s really going on. It’s the 
same reason they’re successful entrepreneurs: 
they're not afraid of hard work and they're having 
fun while they're at it. Maybe they should think 
about focusing their entrepreneurial spirit back on 7 
the gay and lesbian community. They could develop a Brees of the past 
couples workshops that focus on decades of great 
sex with each other), respect and adventure. I’m certain there’s a market. W

As 
he shared insights, gathered from years of broadcasting, 
at the Gay Men’s Health Summit Opening Gala brunch, 

eighty participants nodded in agreement. 

He spoke about how each and every 

person has one important thing in 
common and that is a desire and a 
right to preserve their dignity. Apt 
words and sentiments to open the 
first Gay Men’s Health Summit. 


He also shared stories from his 

career as a television inter- 
viewer, such as the time when 
a sex educator asked him why 
he called it “his dick”. This 
caught the usually unflappable 
Kelly by surprise. Of course 
he played along and she was 
able to make her point, why 
be shy? Just call ita penis. He 
had the crowd in stitches 
imagining how bashfully he 
received this surprise instruc- 
tion.

To complicate matters, the man decided to seek medical help not from his regular doctor 
but from a doctor from “Glaswegee”’, who had allegedly seen every sexually transmitted disease in 
the book and didn’t mind sharing the litany of his experience much to the man’s hilarious dismay. 
The last of the four pieces was an uproarious take on the boring university professor who 
bemoaned the trouble his penis had caused him over the years and had written an equally boring 
monograph on the subject. Delivered in spot-on deadpan, the professor lectured his students to 
tears and concluded with...well, you had be there!

Skipping the Reunion

My high school reunion is this year. | missed the ten-year reunion because | was out of the 
province, but | have thought a lot about the one coming up. 


Like a great number of gay people, my high school experience was less than fulfilling. We often 
assume that it was because we were gay. In fact, | had a whole group of friends who hated high 
school and most of them turned out more or less heterosexual. 


What we shared in common, however, was an inability to fit in. Some of us were immigrants or 
overly academic, inadequate with volleyballs, had unhip haircuts or wore Rawhide jeans from Sears. 


After school, we recuperated together in the basement of our friend Sandy’s house. Refugees 
from a cruel world, we would assemble, sheltered in a cocoon of stacked boxes, a warm furnace 
and Jefferson Airplane posters. The next day we would approach the school with a trepidation | 
associate with that famous picture of the black children trying to integrate Little Rock high school 
in the 1960s. 


It has taken me two decades to come up with meaningful theories about what was so terribly 
wrong with my high school experience. It has been hard to assimilate. None of my friends have 
come up with a particularly satisfactory explanation, either. 


| am no sociologist, nor do | have any empirical data. My theory, as best as | can construct it is 
this: Our suburb had a reputation for being slightly ritzy. Not really ritzy, just ritzy enough to make 
parents anxious to promote the right mix of nonchalance and condescension. Unlike a lower- 
middle-class community where parents want their children to strive to better themselves, parents 
in our suburb wanted their kids to act as if they had already arrived (even if they hadn’t). There 
was just enough desperation to really screw up a kid. Conformity was absolute. Values were all 
about appearances and little more. 


At the time, | was mortified at my inability to fit in. Now | see that we were in a world turned 
upside down. We were the ones who were in touch with ourselves, who knew that the important 
things in life did not include the kinds of clothes we wore or the jobs our parents had, but who 
were risking popularity (if not physical well-being) to freely explore the possibilities of the young 
adults we were becoming. We were the sane ones, made to feel, like some Twilight Zone episode, 
that there was something fundamentally wrong with us when, in fact, we were the ones with our 
heads screwed on right. 


| like to joke that a psychologist told me not to work through that period of my life—to just 
pretend it never happened. Of course, in these days when we are supposed to “process” every 
slight we have experienced, this irreverence is considered deeply delusional. 


But, in fact, | have spent far too much time thinking about that time of my life. Rather than 
“working through” that old junk, | have concluded that it should be treated like a wound: Let it 
scab over and don’t pick at it. 


We are all affected by our high school experience, but for those of us who had a particularly 
bad time, the mark on our soul is indelible. 


So, it was interesting to watch what happened when my friend Kevin came from Japan to attend 
his reunion at the same school last year. He left Canada more than a decade ago, built a chain of 
English-language schools and retail stores that provide him and his family a very comfortable living. 
He is healthy, handsome, successful and outgoing. He was excited about meeting up with the 
people we went to school with. 


As it turned out, his reunion was a mediocre experience. Some people he had really hoped to 
reconnect with didn’t show up. Those who did engaged in superficial conversation and Kevin never 
really got to shine. He wasn’t upset, but it sure wasn’t all he’d hoped it would be. 


So, it made me wonder why | would think of going to my reunion a year later. What was the 
best that could happen? We'd slap backs and laugh,““Remember when you used to terrorize me?” 
The truth is, | still don’t find it funny. Maybe someone would actually apologize for bullying us? The

My friend Mikki, whom | admire for her ability to block out unpleasant truths, dropped in 
recently with her two kids. 


“You know our high school reunion is this summer?” | asked. 
“Ten years?” she asked. 


“Twenty”, | corrected. Her face clouded over and, in the priceless way she has of dismissing 
what she doesn’t want to face, she replied; “For God’s sake, how long do we have to drag this out?” 


Mikki summed it up perfectly. Time to shut the door on that awful period. I’m not going. 
We decided upon an alternative reunion for the people who used to congregate in Sandy's 


basement. We will not be trying to get over anything nor trying to impress anyone. We will be 
like we always were: among friends, apart from the rest. W

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“Fine Tuning Your “Gaydar’”’

We have all experienced it before: a really hot guy staring at you from across the room. You 
want to approach him, but you hold back, wondering if he’s “playing on the same team” as you. You 
look over your shoulder, thinking, “Maybe he is smiling at someone else”. After a while, you are 
just too tempted to resist. You walk over and blurt out your phone number. He looks uncom- 
fortable and quickly walks away. Embarrassed, you take a quick look around the room to see if 
anyone noticed, and then escape the scene. 


“How could this happen?” you ask yourself. You were confident he was looking right at you. 
What's more, his smile was begging you to come over and introduce yourself. However it 
happened, you need to make sure that there isn’t a repeat performance! 


How can you tell if a friend, classmate, co-worker, or someone just passing by in the mall is gay? 
Well, besides obvious signs, like Pride apparel, it is not usually a simple matter of black and white. 
Just like the straight population, gay people come from all backgrounds. In fact, the gay community 
is filled with people who have diverse styles, attitudes, and interests. Some people profess to have 
great “gaydar”-the ability to detect if someone is gay. The science of gaydar is primarily based on 
stereotypes and perceptions that people have of what a “typical” gay person should act like. 
However, it is not always 100 percent accurate and can sometimes lead to embarrassing situations. 


Luckily, you can take steps to reduce the potential for disaster if you are planning to approach 
someone. Don’t overdo it the first time you talk to him. For example, if you are continually 
running into each other at school, take note of his interests. Find a topic to “break the ice” when 
you do decide to approach him. After a few minutes of chatting, you can usually get a good sense 
of his interest in you. Suggest hanging out again sometime and leave it at that. If he is interested, 
he will most likely approach you to talk again. 


So now you two are hanging out. But how do you bring up the topic of being gay? Shane is a 
gay youth from Calgary who tried to figure out how to talk to someone he had a crush on. “This 
new guy started working at a clothing store that | frequently shop at. He was irresistible!” says 
Shane. “He was too hot for me to go the rest of my life just wondering if he was gay or not.” Over 
time, Shane saw him again when he was out shopping. Shane had even chatted with him when 
buying clothes in his department. “I really started to believe he was gay, so | just did it,’ says Shane. 
He approached him one day by saying, ““Can | ask you a personal question?” Shane then asked him 
if he was gay. Regrettably, he told Shane that he was not. “It was sort of like ripping off a bandage. 
It hurt, but | just had to get it over with.” Now Shane believes in taking a slightly different approach. 
“To bring up the topic, you could have some ‘gay stuff’ with you, like a Pride bracelet or a copy of 
Outlooks.” A more subtle reference may save you from having to ask the question directly. “If 
*NSYNC happens to be in town, you could just mention that you are going to the concert!” says 
Shane. 


The inaccuracy in our natural gaydar is a problem that got Canadian Michael Borer thinking. He 
developed a device called Gay Radar (or Electronic Gaydar). It is a keychain that will beep, flash, 
or vibrate when you happen to wander within fifty feet of another person who is also carrying the 
device. You can even customize your Gay Radar to seek out men or women, and to find other 
people who are matched to your preferred type of encounter (coffee, a movie, or some lovin’). 
The device costs US $29, and is shipped in a variety of designs. It definitely has the potential to 
reduce embarrassing situations; however, some have criticized the device as a tool that could be 
used by gay-bashers. Borer dismisses that idea as “remote”. If you are eager to try Gay Radar, you 
will have to wait for a while to see if the idea catches on in the test markets of New York and San 
Francisco before the device is widely available. W

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tarting a new exercise program, quitting smoking or changing your diet? 
Sticking to it will be your greatest challenge. If sticking to it were easy we 
_ would all be non-smokers, in shape and some fast food chains would not be 

in busines hard as it might be to believe, some of those same factors that 
challenge us in other areas change in our lives, enter into the equation for 
someone who is starting treatment for HIV. 


In medical terms, sticking to it is referred to as adherence. In this time of new 
treatments for HIV, we always hear a lot about adherence. Of all the things 
that can influence the effectiveness and durability of treatment, adherence to 
taking medications is one of the most critical. 


__ So exactly what is adherence? The easiest way to understand the concept is 
to think of your multi-vitamin regime. Taking one each morning as directed 
sounds easy enough. If you manage to achieve that, your level would be 100 

_percent-the ultimate goal for any treatment, whether medical or nutritional. 
But...how many mornings have you forgotten your multi-vitamin? On a 
schedule of one every morning, missing just one vitamin a week would give 
you an adherence rate of about eighty-five percent. Now, imagine your 
adherence rate if multi-vitamins did not exist and you needed to take more 
than one vitamin, two or even three times a day, some taken with food and 
some without. Your goal may be 100 percent adherence, but most people 
would miss one or two dosages and the adherence rate would reflect that. 

The same challenge-a goal of | ee percent adherence-is the ideal when it 
comes to treatment for HIV. ; 


Studies of people on long-term ‘treatment for long-term chronic disease 
show us a very different story. Traditionally, eighty percent compliance has 
been considered as a good level of adherence. This was before the discovery 
of HIV, a virus that mutates very easily. Even a ninety percent adherence 
based on pill count has revealed that the virus becomes resistant and 
_ subsequently results in treatment pire. 


Non-adherence is anything shore of 100 percent and takes a few different 
forms. Any number of factors can result in non-adherence. The most obvious 
and most common one is missing a dose. Others include disregarding the 
dosing schedule, ignoring special food instructions, reducing medication to 
avoid side effects and taking the incorrect dose ertainly for some 
treatment regimens, the schedule of taking pills is a major adherence factor 
when combined with eating schedules or special dietary requirements. 
Sometimes the side effects make it difficult. Indeed, nausea sometimes makes 
it impossible to take your next dose when scheduled. Then there are the 
conflicts with daily routine, such as staying out longer than expected and not 
having your next dose with you. Some factors that are less obvious require 
different approaches to overcome. These include low self-esteem, pain, 
anxiety, level of education, economic status, eo. oF social suppor 


eatment goals and improve quality 


The side effects produced by drugs are another factor that affects adherence. 


; ahead of time or keep a checklist of doses taken. Electronic pillboxes with 


abuse, age, education can have major impact on adherence. People who live 
busy but largely unstructured lives can also have specific challenges over those 
who live by a very strict routine. For some, who not only take care of 
themselves but care for others as parents or partners, there are also unique 
barriers to adherence. The ultimate goal of treatment for HIV is to suppress 
the levels of HIV present in a persons blood system with minimal side effects. 
Adherence is one part of the equation we can have control over from the 
patient’s perspective. Areas that we cannot control to the same degree are the 
amount of a drug a person’s body will absorb, how it is distributed throughout 
the body and personal differences in metabolism. Ultimately, as the one thing 
we can control, adherence is critical for durability. 


So, how do we eek at improving adherence? Like any strategy in HIV, the 
relationship between the person with HIV and the doctor is the first step.An 
open and honest relationship is critical in knowing what to expect, which 
drugs to prescribe and to anticipate some of the challenges which may arise. 
Selection of treatment depends on disease symptoms, viral load, CD4 cell 
count and how committed the person is to adhering to treatment. How well 
the regimen will be tolerated and the compatibility of the dosing schedule or 
potential side effects with the patient’s lifestyle are other factors that must 
also be considered. 


It is generally understood that adherence decreases as the number of pills 
and the number of doses i increases. Advances have been made to reduce the 
number of pills a person needs to take, and thus ease the burden of 
adherence. This has been achieved by reformulating drugs into a single tablet, 
taken twice daily, to replace as many as ten pills formerly taken over three 
doses in one day. As more information is gathered through studies over time, 
adjustments in the actual quantity of drug prescribed have been implemented. 
These reductions in dosing requirements have improved adherence results 
from a clinical perspective. . 


It is important to closely monitor and aggressively manage side effects to 
avoid skipping doses. Another step is becoming knowledgeable about HIV 
and the importance of adherence in long-term treatment ‘Strategies. Again, 
the doctor plays a critical role in this process. A person who fully 
understands their treatment and the importance of following schedules and 
treatment goals is much more likely to follow through. Education ensures that 
patients are not confused over how many pills to take, that they know which 
pills are which, how to manage the schedule given potential challenges to 
adherence and that they understand 
their ae treatment. 


If you are starting treatment for HIV or are already taking treatment, here are 
some helpful hints. Integrate the treatment into your daily routine: 
ncorporate taking medications while brushing your teeth, watching the 
ening news or sipping your morning coffee. Count out your medication 


Or 
use your daytimer to keep a schedule or diary of medications.

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The first mark is always the hardest. Whether you're a painter or a 
writer or a graffiti-spraying thug, the sight of any “blank slate” can prove 
to be quite intimidating. Speaking from my own experience as a writer, | 
know how true this is, and it is surprising how often | hear similar 
complaints from others in the field. Many of us just consider it an 
occupational hazard. This can be even more daunting for gay writers, 
particularly emerging ones. Now, don’t get me wrong: | don’t mean to 


infer that gay writers have less to say than their straight counterparts, it’s _ 


just that there are fewer professional forums in which to say things in an 
open manner. And, quite often, the few that do exist are carefully 
guarded. 


My first “gay” writing job (as opposed to being gay while writing for the — 
mainstream) was with Xtra! West in Vancouver. At the time | was 
“storming the walls” of their Davie Street offices, editor Cindy Filipenko 
was harder to contact than the pope (he didn’t want to see me, either). 
After endless entreaties, numerous telephone calls (“Doesn't that bitch 
ever answer the phone?!”) And a bribe of Starbucks’ lattes, | finally made 
contact. And started “writing gay”. Filipenko and | grew to be great 
friends, and |, in turn, became her editor here at Outlooks when she wrote 
for us. | asked her one day why she made herself so scarce when new 
writers came calling. “It’s simple,’ she said, “the good ones are persistent 
and aggressive; the dabblers and ego-freaks will eventually lose interest. 
And they’re the ones who miss deadlines and don’t follow their . 
assignments.” She was right, of course, as | learned over a period of four 
years at this paper. 


| also learned, however, that many writers are sensitive souls, the sort of 
people who write because they love it. In short, their capacity for 
badgering editors is as limited as their writing talents are vast. These are 
the people who face man-made (or is that publication-made?) barriers 
and say “Why bother?” if it means taking time away from their first love.

Shepard’s tale 


By David Crosson 


In early October of 1998, the GLBT community in North America was rocked by the news 
that a gay university student had been found tied to a fencepost, clinging to life in the area 
surrounding Laramie, Wyoming. Things went from bad to worse several days later when it was 
reported that Matthew Wayne Shepard died of his injuries at the tender age of twenty-one. Even 
with the enlightened attitudes of the Clinton administration and the promise of a new century 
looming, this act of hatred reminded us all just how far we still have to go in the struggle for 
tolerance, at very least, and acceptance at best. 


On March 16, we will be afforded the opportunity to re-live this horrific incident and reflect 
upon the impact it had on our lives with the network television debut of The Matthew Shepard 
Story. Difficult as the film may be to watch, it is a potent reminder of the cowardice of hate 
crimes and the impact the life of one individual can have, even if it is through its loss. 


Saskatchewan-born Shane Meier has been charged with the task of portraying Matthew 
Shepard, a young man who, for some, has taken on near-legendary status as a gay martyr, along 
the lines of Harvey Milk or Saint Sebastian. Though he is straight, Meier is first and foremost an 
actor, and it is clear in conversation that he rose to the challenge of playing Shepard with great, 
if respectful, enthusiasm. Outlooks caught up with the young actor over the phone in Denver, 
where he is promoting his work in, and the message of, The Matthew Shepard Story. 


Outlooks: It sounds like you're having quite a time down in Denver; are you enjoying yourself? 


Meier: | am. | actually got here a couple of days ago and |’m having a lot of fun. We're doing 
a lot of seminars and talks, and a lot of publicity stuff—you know, promoting the movie, hanging 
out with Judy Shepard and people with 
the Matthew Shepard Foundation and 
stuff. | won drag queen bingo the other 
night! It was great—we’'re doing all these 
fundraising things and drag queen bingo 
was one of them. 


Outlooks: Have you been made an 
honorary member of the gay community, 
then? 


Meier: [Laughs] | think so! It’s great! 
We're in Denver—which, as you probably 
know, Matthew spent a lot of time 
here—and I’ve met a lot of people who 
knew him and spent time with him. I’ve 
gotten a lot of congratulations and bear 
hugs, a lot of people telling me I’m doing 
the right thing by coming out here doing 
this kind of stuff. 


Outlooks: So now that you're out Stockard Channing and Sam Waterston as Judy 
there making the rounds and promoting and Dennis Shepard 


the movie, is the scope of what Matthew’s 
death meant to people really hitting home for you in a big way? 


Meier: It is. It is. I'll give you an example of one situation: on the way in from the airport we 
stopped and had coffee at one of Matthew’s regular hotspots where he used to hang out. As we 
sat there it just kind of dawned on me that—wow—_| was in his “territory”, somewhere that he 
used to spend a lot of time. We went by his apartment building yesterday and Judy [Shepard] 
said, “Oh, there’s where Matt used to live!” We all looked out the window as we drove by and 
... [pauses] it’s been hitting a lot harder than it did before. 


Outlooks: Does it feel good, then, to be in the 
final stages of “letting go” of such an emotional 
Project, to get some closure? 


“ hope with this film I 
can change some 
people’s minds.” Meier: | don’t know if it will ever really close. 
| mean, there’s always going to be a part of this 
with me forever, | think. | want to help promote it;1 want to help spread the word in hopes of 
a hate-free millennium. This is just one example, and there have been plenty of other examples. 
| mean, nine-eleven, make no mistake about it, was a hate crime. | want to do whatever Judy 
wants me to do, whatever NBC wants me to do—| will do anything to help promote the movie 
if it will help turn this world into a hate-free environment. 


Outlooks: What do you think you’ve accomplished personally with this movie? 


Meier: Well, | tackled tough role; it’s an extremely “dark” script—emotionally, physically, 
mentally. There’s the beating, there’s a rape scene—it’s just very dark. To take it from knowing 
about this person and what he went through to actually putting it on the screen, and taking 
direction from the director and working with Stockard Channing and Sam Waterston-| just feel 
a tremendous sense of accomplishment. | did it; ! hope | did it well. Judy has seen it and told 
me that it’s spot-on, that | did a great job. | do feel a sense of happiness, because | hope with 
this film | can change some people's minds. With all this negativity | hope people are going to 
watch it and leave the living room saying “Wow, that was an intense movie and | can’t believe 
somebody went through that.” | hope they’ll spread the word and think twice about discrimi- 


nating against somebody or 
bullying somebody or filling this 
world with negative attitudes. 


Outlooks: Now, as a 
Saskatchewan boy, did you 
witness homophobia firsthand 
with your peers? 


Meier: | did; | saw a bit of it. In 
high school there’s a lot of “Hey, 
you big fag!” Or “Stop acting like 
a homo!” When _ teenagers’ 
minds are being filled with those 
kinds of words, and they’re 
relating them to something 
negative, that’s not right. It’s 
negative information and when 
you're in your high school years 
and absorbing information, this 
kind of stuff just makes for a 
negative environment. 


Outlooks: In terms of the gay 
community in general, did you 
have much contact prior to the 
role or did you have to do some 
background research?

a couple of blocks away from the gay district, so I’ve been around it a lot. I’ve been an actor 
since | was ten years old, so I’ve been around it most of my life in the industry and it’s totally 
acceptable for me. But | did a lot of research—when | found out | got the role | did a little bit 
of research in Toronto and a lot in Vancouver. | went to gay bars and cafés and just sat down 
and talked to people. | asked a lot of questions, like how they heard about Matthew Shepard and 
where they were when they heard what had happened. And people would just open up; they 
were so kind and warm when they knew that | was portraying Matthew Shepard and trying to 
do something positive like making a movie about this boy’s life. They were more than helpful. 
And near the end of the interview | would thank them for their time and then ask if | could ask 
one more question, one that they didn’t have to answer if they didn’t want to. 


Outlooks: And that was? 


Meier: | asked them if they’d ever been involved in a hate crime—you know, beaten or

tormented or anything like that. And almost ninety-nine percent of the people | interviewed said 
they had been beaten or spat on or had their wallet stolen or something. It just blew my mind. 
And people have learned to live with it! The way they talked about it so casually was really 
upsetting for me—it was like it was a normal thing. And that is so wrong. That's when | really 
started to dig deep and get stuff on Matthew off the Internet—l had to get it right. | wanted to 
look like him, | wanted to dress like him, 1 wanted to be funny the way he was funny, | wanted 
to be accepting like he was. He was warm and caring and accepting, and | wanted to bring that 
to the screen. Hopefully | did the right job. 


Outlooks: lf you had to sum up the message of this movie, from your perspective, what would 
it be? 


Meier: Well, this is a true story and it happened to someone and it’s going to continue to 
happen unless people learn about hate crimes. It’s a very, very tragic story but it needs to be 
told. Kids in kindergarten, kids in grades one-two-three-four-five—they all need to see this 
movie as much as anybody else does. And | know it’s dark, but that’s when it starts—-when you're 


young. | just want people to learn. As you can probably tell, I’m passionate about it and | want 


people to realize that this is happening and that it’s got to stop. W

The Activism Lullaby

In 1981, after the bathhouse raids in Toronto, the streets were filled with angry protesters. With 
fists raised in the air, they chanted “F*** you fifty-two!”* (52 was the police division that held the 
raid). Among the renegade queers and allies, there | was, a three-month old baby wrapped in my 
feminist mother’s arms. | like to think of that as my initiation into queer politics and history. A 
sort of activism lullaby that sang me to sleep and into a life of queerdom. 


Twenty-one years later, I’m working as an associate producer with Shout! (a weekly news 
magazine show on Pridevision TV), and the 1981 protest lullaby still runs through my blood. 
| often wonder about those protesters, the hundreds of faces, and anonymous names that took 
part in our history. 


The missing Queer History 101 chapter in high school textbooks—l’ve managed to find pockets 
of it. Our history exists in underground publications and legal decisions with landmark implica- 
tions, and vintage photographs that, to the queer eye, show more than two women sitting to have 
a cup of tea. 


These items that document our past are carefully collected and cared for. Whether it be by the 
Winnipeg Gay and Lesbian Archives or found in Tides of Men—a gay men’s anthology of 
B.C.—diligent queer historians find and preserve our virtually un-recorded past. 


The events that make up our history vary, but the one constant is the folks involved. 
Quintessential queers who fought—as militantly as being arrested for cruising in the 1970's or as 
subtly as a woman wearing a tie in the 1940s. Remembering these unknown activists and 
honouring their contributions is paramount, helping us to have a sense of who we are, where we 
came from and being thankful for how we got here. 


| often wonder in awe at the queers that came before me in years past. The herds of homos 
who dared to carve out space for themselves, and insist that room be made for those to follow. 
The path they pioneered through the grass, making it slightly easier for me to frolic there with my 
girlfriend (assuming | had a girlfriend right now!). 


On Shout! we have a segment called the Everyday Hero and it’s one of my favourite things about 
my job, a chance to showcase those who are making a difference. The range of heroes and what 
they do is quite varied, but they all take the baby steps or leaps that allow us to keep marching 
forward. 


The very first hero we profiled was a woman, named Janis Purdy, who runs a project in Toronto 
called Supporting Our Youth, SOY (www.soytoronto.org) which is designed to help improve the 
lives of queer youth. Some of their many programs include a bursary for post-secondary studies, 
a rainbow book club and a mentoring and housing project. 


We also featured a two-spirited elder named Nazareth who works with HIV-positive 
Aboriginals and also helps educate his community about two-spirit people. 


Later, we profiled an activist in rural Halifax named Jo Leath, a chicken farmer who writes for a 
website dealing with feminist issues in rural areas (www.ruralwomyn.net). Leath serves as a 
lesbian role model in her small farming community simply by living as an out lesbian. 


Kimberly Nixon, another one of our profiled heroes, was a woman who had been abused and 
wanted to help others by volunteering with The Vancouver Rape Relief, but was turned away 
because she is transsexual. She fought this discrimination in court and recently won, setting an 
important precedent. 


These are just some of the twenty-seven heroes we've profiled so far. There are many more 
to come. | always feel blessed to meet these people, and am eager to help record their stories. 
Hopefully, this will set fire to a series of random acts of activism and encourage us all to carve out 
space and keep raising the bar. 


Tonight, as you lie in bed, remember the activism lullaby and let it invade your dreams. 
Perhaps you'll wake up with a desire to be part of the chorus. W

INTERVIEW 


Out on the force 


By John Ayres 


Traditionally, invisible minorities have chosen whether or not to remain invisible. It was a choice 
that John locchelli did not make when he decided to join the Calgary Police Service as an openly 
gay man. True, there are gay and lesbian officers serving on the force, and some are out, although 
they did not join up that way. John locchelli is both out and 

active in his community, and resolved to become part of 
the CPS on his own terms. 


Outlooks: Let me just play devil’s advocate here for a 
moment: you joined the Calgary Police Service as an 
openly gay man-are you nuts?! 


locchelli: [Laughs] Well, to start with, | was a teacher 
for fourteen years and ready for a career change, 
and policing was something | always had in the 
back of my mind. My first step was to 
contact Constable Doug Jones, the co- 
chair of the Gay and Lesbian Police 
Liaison Committee; | went in and visited 
with him for a while and said “Listen, 
am | nuts? [Laughs] I’m thirty-six years 
old and gay, do | have a hope in Hell?” 
And he said that | did have a chance, 
that they were looking for people 
with life experience who fit the 
parameters of what they were 
looking for in policing, and that | 
would be an excellent candidate. 


| started the process on August 
18th [2001] by going to an informa- 
tion session. | had my application 
completed and submitted by September the 10th. Then | went through the next eight steps—it’s 
quite a long process, but well worth it. At first | thought | was nuts to do iit, but in retrospect 
I’m extremely happy | did. 


Calgary Police Service trainee John locchelli 


Outlooks: How far along are you the process? 


locchelli: Well, | started my training three weeks ago, so I’m only in week four. We're still in 
the first twenty-five percent of training, but it’s going really, really well. | have twenty-three other 
classmates—three of whom are women—and they have been really great to work with. 


Outlooks: And how about the men? 


locchelli: Excellent! There are nineteen guys and they are really professional and open- 
minded. We're a team; it’s going really well. 


Outlooks: So, walking in the door as a gay man, do you think that some of the people on the 
force who are not out may find strength in your example? Do you think your actions might serve 
as some kind of inspiration for other people? 


locchelli: Well... yes... although | do think coming out is a very personal decision. | really think 
you have to look at everything in your life before you make that kind of decision. Having said that, 
if somebody sees that the Calgary Police Service is actually quite progressive and not the 
homophobic place that everyone talks about it being, and that it was okay for me to come out, 
then great. I’m glad that | could do that. 


Outlooks: | think Christine Silverberg had a lot to do with the modernization of the force and 
the recognition of the value of people as individuals, don’t you? 


locchelli: Yes; and Jack Beaton has picked up where she left off and been extremely positive 
with all cultures and aspects of diversity. He encourages people to join the force not only based 
on their skills, but who they are as well. He’s a very nice man. And many of the superior 
officers—sergeants, and so forth—have been really amazing, just fabulous. 


Outlooks: Now, when you get through the process, do you just want to be another cop or do 
you want to use your life experience as a gay man to help make a difference in, say, an area like 
the Cultural Resources division? 


locchelli: Well, once a graduate has completed training, for at least the first three years he or 
she will be a‘“‘beat” cop. | will go out on patrol and do the regular things cops do. However, once 
that’s done my aim is to either end up in the Cultural Resources Unit, or at least be a liaison for 
a lot of the downtown organizations; not only the clubs and bars, but a lot of the community 
organizations in the downtown as well. My aim is to end up in district one, which is the 
downtown. 


Outlooks: What sort of advice would you give someone who may be sitting on the fence 
thinking about joining the force as an openly gay or lesbian person? 


locchelli: | think they would definitely need to know that being a police officer is really what 
they want to do, because it is an extremely different type of job. It’s quite demanding and | don’t 
think people know exactly what's involved until they’ve done the research. So do that first. And 
if you want to jump in, then jump in. Being a gay man or lesbian does not have a bearing as far as 


whether you'll be successful or not; you should just be the person that you are, be open about 
who you are and not feel that you need to hide it. 


Outlooks: You mentioned that prior to this career change you were a teacher; were you 
closeted in that particular occupation? 


locchelli: Well, no, | wasn’t—which was actually what drove me out of teaching. | was with 
the Catholic school board and the attitudes that | dealt with over the last five years were what 
drove me out of teaching. | had been teaching for fourteen years and, at that point, dealing with 
them was Hell. 


Outlooks: Had you thought about going to the public school board instead? 


locchelli: That would have been my next move, had | not been accepted to the Calgary Police 
Service. | would have continued with teaching and applied with the public board. 


Outlooks: Do you think the way you are perceived by your peers on the police force is helped 
by the fact that you do not fit established stereotypes about what a gay man is? 


locchelli: Yeah, | think so. As many gains as we've made as a community in breaking down a 
lot of the stereotypes, people still have misconceptions. | think the fact that I’m a gay man in their 
class and able to do the physical things as much as them, | think that’s really made people go “Oh, 
that’s cool—he’s gay but he’s a pretty butch guy!” [Laughs] I think it has changed a lot of percep- 
tions. One guy has come to me and told me that he’d never met a gay person before and that it 
was kind of a cool experience for him. He’s a Mormon and said that he was having some trouble 
trying to reconcile his personal views and his religious views regarding homosexuality. He said 
he’s now met someone who's gay that he really likes and loves hanging out with, yet his religion 
tells him that it’s wrong. Making that little difference in one person’s view has been a really 
rewarding thing for me. The other thing is, there are twenty-four of us in this class and I’m in one 
of the longest relationships—that was a surprise for them also! Dennis and | have been together 
for seven years, and some of these guys are either on their second marriage or are only a few 
years into a relationship. [Laughs] Really, if | can break down one or two stereotypes in the minds 
of one or two people in the class, then that’s great. So far it’s just been really awesome. W

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Mental Health, Homophobia & 
The GLBT Community

Unless your name happens to be Woody Allen, most people don’t go around bragging about 
what they said to their therapist or what their psychiatrist has instructed them to do. Mental 
problems are generally kept in the closet unless they become insuperably psychotic and you start 
going to church wearing a sombrero and nothing else. 


Many would argue that society is sick and dysfunctional, trying to cram round people into square 
holes and that’s where all the stress and trouble begins. Families, friends or colleagues who won't 
accept you for who you are and make you lead a false existence, with great secrets and equally 
great shame, cause illness. 


Recently, a British survey of 10,000 gays and lesbians found that a staggering one in four has 
sought professional treatment for mental illness due directly to their sexuality. The study 
organizers, ID Research, decided to take the first comprehensive look at what life is like for gays 
and lesbians in Britain. It suggests, that while public attitudes to homosexuality may be changing a 
little, many still struggle to come to terms with their sexuality in a country where it is still legal to 
fire an employee for being gay. 


| have always thought Canada was light years ahead of Britain in gay rights. Even though British 
by birth, | consider that country to be still in the Dark Ages, not the Age of Enlightenment, when 
it comes to matters of homophobia. Here, we are now talking about gay marriage and gay 
adoption. Workplace equality and benefits for spouses were conceded some time ago. In Britain, 
by contrast, there is still a very hypocritical attitude to homosexuality. It can still destroy political 
careers. Police forces also spend an inordinate amount of time trying to catch or entrap gay men 
in public washrooms—this at a time when crime has rocketed and old ladies are being clubbed by 
street youths who rifle their purses and cash their pension cheques. 


But | digress. The study found that being gay is still not easy in Britain, hence the large number 
of people seeking therapy. It also found two-thirds of gay men believe they were born that way, 
while less than half of lesbians felt they had been born lesbian. 


It found a quarter of the 10,000 surveyed had suffered a homophobic assault serious enough to 
qualify as a criminal act, yet almost two-thirds of gay men felt unable to report it to police because 
of their deeply entrenched attitudes. True—we still get gay bashings in Canada—a man was 
recently murdered in Vancouver’s Stanley Park but police forces here take such things very 
seriously. Certainly in Winnipeg, relations between the gay community and police have improved. 
There is a regular exchange of information, with the Rainbow Resource Centre willing to report 
any assault and thus protect the victim’s confidentiality. 


Outside of London, in Manchester [setting of the UK Queer as Folk] and other huge cities, my 
impression is that it lags far behind North America in terms of gay liberation, organization and 
social outlets. Many towns of considerable size lack gay pubs or official meeting places where 
queers can get together with like-minded souls. It’s true that Tony Blair has had several gay men 
in his cabinet, but the tabloids have given them a rough ride at the slightest opportunity. 


It’s little surprise then that twenty-five percent of GLBT people over the pond end up needing 
therapy and psychiatry. If coming out is hard here, it’s even harder over there. 


But we have our own share of gay mental stress in Canada—depression, anxiety, thoughts or 
acts of suicide. 


Winnipeg's Village Clinic, founded in 1987 by the gay and lesbian community, has a job-shared 
therapy position, with each therapist working twenty-nine hours a week. They also have access to 
a consultant psychiatrist and each therapist currently sees from forty to fifty-five clients a month. 
There are twenty clients on the waiting list and there is a real need to persuade the government 
to increase funding for the positions, so that both are full-time. 


The therapists deal with issues which include HIV diagnosis, gender identity, anxiety and depres-

sion, addictions, fetishes and relationship problems. One runs an art therapy group to help in the 
healing process. 


Therapist Mary Armstrong says two main problems often lead client’s to the therapist's office. 
“| see many people who belong to a religion or faith that doesn’t accept their homosexuality and 
that causes a lot of depression and stress,” she says “some drop their faith or, if they keep it, they 
hide their sexuality and lead very lonely, isolated lives.” 

The other problem is created by non-accepting families. “A family may keep a loose connection 
with a homosexual person, but the connection may have restrictions, such as never allowing gay 
Uncle John to babysit any of the children. People sometimes confuse a homosexual orientation 
with pedophilia and that’s very hurtful,” Armstrong says. 

Armstrong believes more counselling services are desperately needed, especially for same-sex 
couples and for treating GLBT people who suffered childhood sexual abuse. She sees many of the 
latter, especially gay men. One federal research study she was involved with showed there is a 
strong correlation between men who were sexually abused as children and who later contracted 
HIV. 

So who's really sick? Perhaps traditional churches and families are more in need of mental health 
workers than the GLBT communities. W

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Let’s talk about sex

When | was four years old, had a conversation with Tony, the blond boy who lived at the other 
end of the trailer court. It was our first time talking about sex, although neither of us knew it. 


“Have you ever noticed,” he asked, in that loud four-year-old whisper, “that when you look at 
pictures of naked girls, your wiener gets hard?” 


Indeed, | had noticed a tingly hardening of the nether regions, but at that point in my life, had 
yet to lay eyes upon pictures of anyone naked. Excitedly, | told Tony that what got me hard was 
stories about giants. 


Things between Tony and | were never the same, although it took me years to figure out why. 
It also took me a while to realize why stories and pictures of giants made me hard. 


Talking about sex has been part taboo, part ritual, part rite-of-passage. We're told as children 
to wait until we're older, then as adults to wait until we're alone or married. Talking about sex 
seems easiest with friends; yet hardest with those we have sex with. It’s considered rude to talk 
about sex loudly, boastfully or within earshot of delicate sensibilities. There are rules of etiquette, 
appropriateness, age difference and location. 


Back in the Dark Ages (circa 1974), all | knew about homosexuality was that “those people” 
were sick. No one could tell me why, because to explain meant going into detail, which just wasn’t 
done. To explain why gays and lesbians weren’t normal meant talking about the sex they had. So, 
| languished in a lack of info. But even at that young age, | had already figured out how straight 
people had sex, because | had discovered the teaching manual that most young men eventually 
turn to when the answers aren’t as forthcoming as we'd like: pornography. 


Every young man | knew received his first concrete evidence of sex from the glossy pink pages 
of Penthouse, Hustler and a host of magazines dedicated to the worship of female flesh. My young 
buddies and | found a stash of those magazines, and our sex education began. We had a lot of 
questions, but parts of the mystery were coming clear. And, | noted gratefully, that pictures of 
naked women did get me hard—or was it the fact that all the boys around me getting hard got 
me hard? 


In Grade 5, they separated all the boys and all the girls, dismissed the kids with hyper-religious 
parents, and showed us a film. We had all heard about this day from the older kids. Unfortunately, 
the films dealt mostly with puberty, not sex. Boys were taught to expect new hair, girls were 
prepared for menstruation. 
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We waited, with bated breath, for Life Skills to begin in grade 8. That was what they started 
calling Sex-Ed, so that parents wouldn’t overreact. It ended up being lessons about preparing for 
adulthood: career choices, managing money and preventing pregnancy and venereal diseases. | was 
too shy and too afraid of getting beat up to ask questions about being gay, but | had already started 
doing my own research in the bathrooms of the local mall. 


When | was old enough to drive, a buddy and | went to the drive-in to see Cruising. The film 
was being attacked by the fledgling gay movement for focusing on a kinky, dark side of the counter- 
culture, but that movie inspired the first conversation | had about gay sex: he and | finally talked 
about the sex we'd been having. In the nearly empty parking lot, the windshield started to fog up. 


Around that time, Anita Bryant started talking about sex. For all of her faults, she was the first 
straight woman to utter the phrase “eating each others’ sperm” before the television cameras. 
The image of a gaggle of guys digging into an all- 
protein buffet might not have been perfect 
advertising, but it was a start. 


In the ‘80s, talking about sex became manda- 
tory in the queer scene as gay men discussed 
what was safe and what wasn’t; who was safe 
and who wasn’t—that dialogue became essen- 
tial to survival. Ignorance wasn’t bliss...it was 
deadly. 


There was a time when talking about sex on 
television was out of the question. Today, there 
are sex channels, sex columnists, Human 
Sexuality courses, sex websites, sex 
chatrooms—the info is everywhere. It’s still 
possible to reach the age of consent without 
that information, but you’d have to work hard 
at staying uninformed. Entertainment 
magazines carry explicit columnists in their 
back pages, and queer mags like this one are 
distributed free all over Canada. Have we 
reached the age of enlightenment? When do 
we hit a point of saturation? Is the world obsessed? 


One theory is that a society that represses sex is 
obsessed with sex. The more our world relaxes while 
it chats about sex, the more liberated we become. 


Five years ago, the cover of Outlooks carried, for the 
first time, a picture of two men on its cover. The two 
men were straight models, hired to pose for the 
fashion issue. Nevertheless, the complaints rolled in, 
mostly from gay men who weren't comfortable holding 
a rag that looked so overtly gay. 


Last month, the cover of Outlooks featured two 
actors from a queer Romeo and Juliet, in a near embrace 
(and one very gay shirt). 


To date, no complaints have been lodged. The times 
they are a-changing... W
